The announcement that engineers 
are to be sent here before June 15 to 
begin appraising the property of the 
Interstate Public Service Company 
means that a final adjustment of 
electric light rates i-- in sight. 
Rep­ 
resentatives of the 
ci!ty 
and the 
company have made several attempts 
to effect a compromise schedule hut 
have been unable to reach an agree­ 
ment. 
The petition asking for a 
hearing has been on file with the 
Commission for more than two years 
but the presentation of evidence has 
been postponed from time to time on 
account of the attempts to reach a 
satisfactory agreement without tak ­ 
ing the ease before the commission­ 
ers. 
Because of the failures to reach 
an agreement on this issue it is fo r­ 
tunate that there is in Indiana a body 
before which a hearing can he held 
and which has power to finally set­ 
tle the controversy. 
When the com­ 
mission has spoken both side^ must 
accept the decision. 
Patrons of the 
public 
utilities, 
however, have the assurance that the 
rates wall not be determined until all 
the facts involved are presented be­ 
fore the body. 
Theoretically, this 
means that the schedule will be based 
on the actual value of the property, 
the expenses, the cost of giving the 
service and the net revenue. 
Even 
corporation is entitled under the law 
to a reasonable percent, of return 
upon the investment, but the law does 
not permit the payment of dividends 
upon “watered” stoek. 
The valu­ 
ation to be placed on the local prop­ 
erty is to be based on the actual in­ 
vestment. 
Rate making is a 
big question.

The canal under the mountain be­ 
tween 
Marseilles, France, and the 
river Rhone, constituting one of the 
most notable engineering achievements 
of modern times, was officially opened 
the other day in the presence of a dis­ 
tinguished gathering of members of the 
cabinet and other officials. 
Hitherto Marseilles, although a great 
port of entry for the Mediterranean, 
has been walled In from central France 
by a mountainous ridge that sweeps 
around the northern side of the city. 
The canal is chiefly remarkable In that 
It pierces this barrier, the waterway 
running for five miles in a tunnel un­ 
der a mountain. It thus has the effect 
of linking Marseilles with inland cities 
such as Lyons, Avignon and Valence 
and putting it in touch with the ex­ 
tensive Inland commerce along the 
river Rhone. 
It will also give Mar­ 
seilles a direct water connection with 
Havre and the North sea. 
The canal and Its tunnel have been 
under dH< ussion for nearly a hundred 
years, but actual work on them was 
not begun until 1904. The length of 
the canal is sixty miles, and the five 
mile section under the mountain Is 
seventy-fiv«‘ feet wide and seventy feet 
high, constituting what Is declared to 
be the largest tunnel Interior In the 
world. Barges and vessels up to GOO 
tons can navigate the canal, which, 
like the Kiel canal, It is believed, will 
have strategic value in permitting the 
movement of destroyers and smnll 
warcraft between the Mediterranean 
and the North sea. The cost of the 
work has been about 100,000,000 francs.

man in J o hn ix. who was bo rn blind, 
and remember the Savio ur’s reaso n 
why . 
May we see In all difficulties an 
o ppo rtunity fo r Go d to wo rk and be 
willing to be the material. 
When the 
peo ple 
saw 
the 
miracle 
wro ught 
thro ugh Paul and Barnabas they were 
ready 
to 
wo rship 
them 
and 
co uld 
scarcely be restrained, even after Paul 
assured them that they were o nly men 
o f like passio ns with them selves and 
that the healing o f this man w as by 
the po wer o f the living Go d, who was 
thus seeking to draw them to Himself 
and aw ay fro m all the ly ing vanities 
o f their ido latry . 
No te *o w the Thes- 
salo nians turned to Go d fro m ido ls to 
serve the living and true Go d and to 
wait fo r His So n fro m heaven (I Thess. 
1, 9, 10). 
So fickle are peo ple that tho se who 
were ready to wo rship these tw o men 
o f Go d, being persuaded by the perse­ 
cuto rs fro m Antio ch and Ico nium, are 
equally ready to kill them, and they 
actually sto ned Paul and drew him 
o ut o f the city , suppo sing him to be 
dead, but 
while the disciples sto o d 
ro und abo ut him he ro se up and came 
Into the city and the next day was able 
to 
start 
fo r 
Derbe 
with 
Barnabas 
(verses 19, 20). 
It is po ssible that as 
Paul was being sto ned he tho ught o f 
the day when he sto o d by and saw 


Stephen sto ned, but if w e are right in 
the suppo sitio n that II Co r. xii. 1-4 de­ 
scribes his experience while he seem ­ 
ed to be dead, then he had further fel­ 
lo wship with Stephen and so o n fo rgo t 
the sto nes and the persecuto rs in the 
bliss o f the paradise, (lie third heaven, 
to which he was taken and saw and 
heard things he co uld no t describe in 
wo rds. 
It must be a fine thing to be killed 
o r to be taken o ut o f the bo dy in any 
way when it transfers o ne to such 
blissful realities. 
Such, no do ubt, is 
the experience o f all who die in Christ, 
and precio us in the sight o f the Lo rd 
is the death o f Ilis saints. 
In II Co r. 
xik 7-10, there is a suggestio n that 
Paul's tho rn In the flesh was a result 
o f his being sto ned at Ly stra, but al­ 
tho ugh he was no t delivered fro m it 
he w as able to rejo ice in it and glo rify 
Go d. 
May the grace o f Go d enable us 
to finish the wo rk to which He has 
called us. filling us w ith His Spirit, 
enabling us to speak bo ldly in the 
Lo rd and give testimo ny to the wo rd 
o f His grace and making it manifest 
that Christ is at ho me in us.
